Women Enrollees 
Specials Decrease 


Dominate Count; 
From Last Year 


The end of the first month of college for the fall 
semester finds the total registered students at Salinas 
Junior College now up to 222, of which the Freshman 


class leads with 137 enrolled, the 


Sophomores with 57, and Specials 
with 28 students registered. 

Women dominate the enroll- 
ment with-a total of 151 over the 
men’s total of 71. 

Specials have decreased from 
last year’s amount showing that 
more students -have changed 
their programs to be enrolled in 
full courses so that they may be 
able to receive an Associate of 
Arts degree following the re- 
quirements and completion of 
two years of junior college work. 

With the dropped percentage 
for the Specials, the Sophomores 
instead have reached a higher 
one than last year. Statistics 
show that there is an increase of 
over 70 per cent of returning 
Sophomores over the year 1943-44. 

The enrollment at Esjaysee has 
been on a gradual increase since 
the college opened for the fall 
semester and is showing a con- 
tinual upgrade this year consider- 
ing war-time conditions.
